He added that the campus shuttle 
system is developing its own app that 
will show the locations of the. campus 
shuttles, how many people are riding 
them and when they will be arriving 
at their next stops.

Board 
approves 
strategy 
for cut to 
budget 


The plan includes a 
possible 5 percent 
tuition increase.

The Cal State University Board of 
Trustees approved its contingency 
plan yesterday, agreeing to raise tu- 
ition if Proposition 30 fails this No- 
vember or rescind the 9 percent tuition 
collected this fall increase if the mea- 
sure passes. 

Proposition 30 would raise Cali- 
fornia sales taxes and income tax for 
those earning more than $250,000 per 
year. The increase in taxes would help 
maintain funding for-the CSU and 
other California university systems. 
The measure’s failure would result in 
a $250 million trigger cut to the CSU’s 
budget. 

If Prop. 30 fails, the CSU plans to 
increase tuition by 5 percent for all 
CSU students, an increase that would 
take effect in the spring semester. 
The per unit supplement fees for non- 
resident students would also be raised 
by 7 percent and take effect in the 
fall. : 

In addition to the fee increases, the 
Board also voted to take the state’s 
tuition buyout deal, which would roll : 
back last year’s tuition increase if 
Prop. 30 passes. 

However, tuition increases are not

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CSU to notify potential students of possible enrollment cuts 


The notice will 
inform applicants of 
possible cuts if Prop. 
30 does not pass.

Potential CSU students will receive 

responses to their applications rather 
quickly this year — but they may not 
be happy about it. 
. The CSU has planned to send notices 
to its 2013-14 applicants, detailing how 
their admission into the system might 
be affected by the outcome of Proposi- 
tion 30 this November. 

The notice will inform potential stu- 
dents of budgetary impacts that would 


result from Prop. 30’s failure, including 


possible reductions to enrollment next - 


year, according to CSU Spokesman 
Erik Fallis. 

At yesterday’s CSU Board of Trust- 
ees meetings, CSU Chancellor Charles 
B. Reed said the system would have to 
turn away 20,000 students if Prop. 30 
doesn’t pass. 

Prop. 30, which includes Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s tax initiative, would raise 
California sales tax and income taxes 


for those who earn more-than $250,000. . 


Without the proposition, the CSU 
would face a $250 million trigger cut 
this fall. 

“The CSU’s role is to inform ... 
important information for students to 
know, and that includes potential stu- 
dents,” Fallis said. 

However, some groups, like the 
Howard Jarvis Taxpayers Association 
(HJTA), claim that the CSU’s notifi- 
cation is illegal, citing that it presents 


“unbalanced advocacy” for Prop. 30. 

“The Free Speech clauses of the fed- 
eral and state Constitutions prohibit 
the use of governmentally compelled 
monetary contributions (including 
taxes) to support or oppose political 
campaigns,” the HJTA said in a letter 
to Reed. “The draft letter in our pos- 
session violates these core democratic 
principles.” 

The HJTA also wrote on its web- 
site that the letter “includes an implied 
threat to applicants that they-might not 
gain admission,” encouraging those ap- 
plicants and others to vote yes on Prop. 
30. 

The notice, however, is still “a work 
in progress,” according to Fallis, and its 
final draft will not be ready until Oct. 
1, when the first CSU applicants will 
receive their messages via email. _ 

Fallis also said that the intent behind 
the notice is to allow students to create 
a backup plan for themselves in case 


Prop. 30 fails and the CSU must cut 
enrollment. 

“[The CSU] does not campaign,” 
Fallis said. “We, as a ufiversity sys- 
tem, think it’s our obligation to in- 
form. That’s where state law allows us 
to be.” : 

Jason Whitehead, a political science 
assistant professor at CSULB and di- 


‘rector of the legal studies program, said 


he thinks the notice is legal and that it 
is a natural action to inform students. 

“These emails are targeted to spe- 
cific students who could be affected,” 
Whitehead said. “State agencies can 
use funds to talk about ballot measures 
as long as it’s informative in nature.” 

The key issue, Whitehead said, is 
that a potential lawsuit could delay the 
sending of the emails. 

In addition to the discussion of cut- 
ting enrollment, the Board of Trustees 
has also passed a contingency strat- 
egy to take effect if Prop. 30 fails this 


November. The strategy includes a 5 
percent tuition increase for all CSU 
students and a 7 percent tuition supple- 
ment increase for non-resident stu- 
dents. 

Students like junior communications 
major Lindsay Beavers said she thinks 
the notice will encourage students to 
vote this fall. 

“It’s a good opportunity to give stu- 
dents a chance to vote,” Beavers said. 
“You really should stand for [Prop. 30] 


Senior dietetics major Brittney 
Vaughn said the notices and possible 
cuts to enrollment- “really show our 
budget cuts.” 

“T think we need to find other solu- 
tions,” Vaughn said. “A lot of times, we 
ignore the fact that it is the president 
and vice president who hold jobs that 
are paid a lot. We need to create more 
awareness and inform students more 
about the cuts.”

She had learned to live in a rough 
neighborhood, but one day her only 
goal was to not trip in her black high 
heels.

Serena Do, a public policy and ad- 
ministration graduate student at Cal 
State Long Beach, represented her 
campus Tuesday in the Cal State Uni- 
versity award ceremony to receive the 
William Randolph Hearst/CSU Trust- 
ees’ Award. 

Every year, the CSU honors one 
student from each campus with the 
Hearst Award for overcoming extreme 
adversity and acquiring extraordinary 
achievements. 

Do grew up in a one bedroom 
apartment in East Los Angeles with 
six other extended family members. 
Her mother, a Khmer Rouge refugee, 
worked two jobs just to make ends 
meet. It was her mother who taught 
Do the value of education, she said. 

“We are Chinese, so she stressed 


that in order for girls to do well, they 
have to out-perform boys in school,” 
Do said. “When I was very young, I 
remember sitting at a coffee table, 
just writing the alphabet hundreds of 
times.” 3 

Do’s career at CSULB began 
when Mark Smith, former speech 
and debate coach, took her under his 
wing straight from high school and 
encouraged her to come to campus 
in 2006. 

She earned her bachelor’s degree 
from CSULB with a double major 
in political science and international 
studies in 2011. 

“Now, my aspirations in life 
changed,” Do said. “Instead of focus- 
ing on civic engagement or political 
activism, I’ve become really inter- 
ested in basic healthcare. We need to 
cover the basics first. before we can 
move on to different things.” 

Do aspires to get her Ph.D. in public 
health and eventually working for the 
World Health Organization. 

As an undergraduate student, she 
obtained an internship her freshman 
year with the California Faculty As- 
sociation, where she organized two 
rallies on campus and served as a key 
player in the speech and debate team 
— all the while working 30 hours a - 
week to help pay the bills at home. 

Do attributes her success to the

Students with injuries or 
disabilities must pay for 
regular parking permits 


A doctor’s note is 
required to receive a 
disability placard for 
parking.

Students at Cal State Long Beach 
seeking a handicap parking permit 
may be surprised to find-that in order 
to receive their handicap placard they 
must first pay for a regular parking 
permit. 

Parking permits for the academ- 
ic year cost $271.50, according to 
CSULB’s website. 

Students with temporary or per- 
manent disabilities must buy a per- 

_mit, according to Lily Kaufman, a 
student assistant at Disabled Student 
Services. 

Junior biochemistry major Erika 
Torres said it is unclear if the policy 
is fair. ; 

“I’m torn on this issue,’ Torres 
said. “By giving disabled students 


special treatment, they might take it 
offensively.” - 

A student seeking to obtain a dis- 
abled permit must first provide a doc- 
tor’s note explaining the disability and 
for how long the handicap permit is 
needed to Parking and Transportation 
Services, Kaufman said. 

“Some students come in with a 
broken leg and just need a temporary 
handicap permit,” Kaufman said. 

Students who have disabled per- 
mits are allowed to park in faculty 
lots, according to Kaufman. 

If a student is permanently disabled 
and has a state-authorized handicap 
placard, CSULB will recognize it, 
Kaufman said. 

Some students, like freshman civil 
engineering major Rae Obnimaga, 


think disabled students should get _ 


parking permits for free. 

“Whether they are permanently or 
temporarily disabled, they [handi- 
capped students] should get permits 
for free,’.Obnimaga said. “If a stu- 
dent is temporarily disabled, they 
shouldn’t get free parking for the en- 
tire year.” :

the biggest issue on students’ minds. 

“They are not guaranteed un- 
less Prop. 30 fails,” Cal State Long 
Beach Associated Students, Inc. 
Senator for the College of Business 
Agatha Gucyski said. “I feel confi- 
dent that it will pass.” 

Students said they were more 
pleased by the postponement of the 
CSU finance committee’s decision 
on three new student fees. The fees 
include a graduation incentive fee, 
a course repeat fee and a third-tier 
tuition fee. 

For now, the committee’s resolu- 
tion states that the fees will go into 
effect regardless of Prop. 30’s out- 
come. The fees are expected to gen- 
erate $35 million for the system and 
modify behavior among students, 
encouraging students to finish their 
degrees more quickly. 

“T was pleased that the commit- 
tee of finance postponed the fees; 
that gives us more time to inspect 
it,’ student Trustee Jillian Ruddell, 
who voted against the contingency 
plan because of the tuition hikes, 
said. 

The three fees are scheduled 
to be discussed at the next Board 
meeting. 

The next Board of Trustees meet- 
ing will commence on November 
13 in the Dumke Auditorium at the 
Chancellor’s Office in Downtown 
Long Beach. 
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With millions of dollars at stake, 
the Cal State University system is 
taking inventive measures to get 
the word out on Proposition 30. 
This includes sending notices with 
information on-Prop. 30 and the 
now infamous $250 million trigger 
cut to prospective students of the 
CSU. 

The letter, which is still being 
drafted, will warn prospective 
stu- 
dents 
about 

rop. 
30 and 
the consequences if the measure 
is not passed. There may be very 
little room for future students 
in the CSU system if this is the 
case. 

The CSU says the notice will 
not advocate how future students 
should vote but rather inform them 
on the current situation the CSU 
faces.

Of course, the idea of sending 
out this notice has faced resistance.

Association (HJTA) says it is il- 
legal for the CSU to send out such 
a notice. 

Meanwhile, the CSU claims 
there is no political motivation in 
the notice. 

HJTA claims the notice will 
cross the line in California law 
where taxpayer funds cannot be 
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mixed with political advocacy. EERE says by mentioning Prop. 30 
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Those dreaming of attending Cal‘State Long Beach or another

The album is the first 
in a three-piece series.

Since the rise of dubstep and house 
music, the mainstream music scene has 
been missing traditional rock ’n’ roll. 
However, the rock band Green Day is 
bound to change that status with their 
latest album release, “;Uno!” 

The album is like a kaleidoscope of 
influences: from their previous albums, 
such as “Kerplunk!,” “Warning” and

Green Day’s album kicks off with 
“Nuclear Family,” a song that sounds 
like a throwback to their 1997 record 
“Nimrod.”

With the addition of Hawaii and the 
continued improvement. of teams such 
as Pacific and Cal State Northridge, the 
Big West Conference looks to be highly 
competitive in 2012. 

The Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team begins its Big West title 
defense Friday when it hosts Cal Poly. 

“SLO has had some of the same in- 
jury problems we’ve had,” LBSU head 
coach Brian Gimmillaro said. ““They 
should havea very good team, but their 
best players are injured, so it’s kind of 
like us.” 

The Beach (5-6) has been led so 
far this season by senior ‘outside hit- 
ter Janisa Johnson and junior Delainey 
Aigner-Swesey. 

Johnson has 121 kills and 135 digs on 
.204 hitting. Aigner-Swesey has com- 
piled a team-leading 125 kills to go along 
with 89 digs while hitting at a .176 clip. 

As conference play gets underway, 
Gimmillaro said the Big West has 
many teams that can contend. 

“Santa Barbara is very -good, and 
Hawaii and Northridge are outstand- 
ing teams,” Gimmillaro added. “Irvine 
is very tall, very talented and could be 
good any particular night, and River- 
side is one of those teams that’s good 
at home. They play a whole different 
game'than they play on the road.” 

LBSU may even.have a chance to 
improve its Ratings Percentage Index 
(RPI) in conference play, an opportuni- 
ty rarely afforded to mid-major teams. 

“There are many, many [Big West 
teams] that are not ranked in the polls 
but are ranked in the formulas the 
NCAA goes by,” Gimmillaro said. 
“We're talking about [Hawaii, Santa 
Barbara, Northridge and Pacific] 50 
and.above. When you’ve got four teams 
in the conference rated there, you’re 
talking about some pretty good teams.” 

The Beach hosts Cal Poly on Friday 
and UC Santa Barbara on Saturday at 
the Walter Pyramid. Both matches be- 
gin at 7 p.m.
